Cc. W. SPALDING’S BANK IS FORCED 
TO CLOSE ITS DOORS, 


Among the $103,000 Assets Objectiona- 
ble te the Auditor Are Unity Build- 
img Stock and John P. Altgeld’s 
Paper—Depositors Promised Pay- 
ment in Full—Refusal of Stockhold- 
ers to Be Assessed Causes the Crash 
—University Interested. 


The Globe Savings Bank in the Monadnock 
Building gave up the struggle yesterday 
morning. Its doors were not opened and 


HOLD UP LILIANFALD IN HIS STORE. 


Five Hobbers Terrify the Proprietor, 
His Brother, and Two Clerks and 
Make Way with 8170, 


Five young men held up Max Lilianfald, 
proprietor of a general store at North 
Hoyne avenue and Lubeck street, and his 
brother George, in the store at 8 o'clock last 
night and escaped with $170, all the cash 
drawer ore pe 

Two girl clerkS were terrified at the sight 
of the revolvers, and one of them, Freida 
Ritter, ran into the street calling for the po- 
lice, after the robbers had made their escape. 

The proprietor was behind the counter 
when four of the robbers entered.

Health Department Vaccinates 3,000 
Persons in Half a Day—Treacher in 
the Graham School Will Remain at 
Home Under a Physician’s Care— 
Hope That the Disease Will Not 
Spread—Case at First Taken for 
Measles. 


Amy Olson, No. 4606 Union avenue, and a 
pupil at the Graham Gchool, Forty-fifth 
street and Union avenue, has the smallpox.

shortly after 10 o’clock a placard in the win- 
dow announced that the institution had gone 
into the hands of the Chicago Title and Trust 
company as receiver. 

The Globe was organized mainly with 
Eastern capital. Much of the stock is held 
by friends and relatives of President C. W. 
Spalding in New Hampshire, while some of 
his friends engaged in missionary work in 
Constantinople, Turkey, are also holders of 
shares. 

The failure of the Globe was not unex- 
pected. At one time three years ago it had 
reported a business of nearly $1,000,000, but 
the business had decreased nearly one-third 
since tuen, Its Habilities, chiefly to savings 
depositors, are about $450,000. Its assets, 
officers of the bank assert, will meet the lia- 
bilities handsomely—in fact, in full—and 
leave a margin, but the exact conditions will 
not be known until the receivers make a re- 
port. 

The failure caused no flurry in financial 
circles. 


Altgeld Is a Borrower. 


The Globe Bank was a State institution 
under the scrutiny of the Auditor of State, 
who recently ordered the checking off of 
assets of a face value of $103,000 which he 
regarded as doubtful or slow, and their re- 
placement by undoubted securities. Of the 
doubtful resources $20,000 worth arein bonds 
of the Unity Building, while John P. Alt- 
geld’s paper, secured by various bonds and 
stocks, is said to be in the lot for $17,500, 
while his late brother-in-law, John W. Lane- 
hart, was down for $4,130. ‘The ex-Governor 
had recently taken up personal paper to the 
amount of $2,500. 

Under the State laws the bank was limited 
to loaning not more than $20,000 to a single 
concern or individual, but it seems to have 
gone the limit with Unity bonds and with 
Mr. Altgeld. 

The ex-Governor was a Vice-President of 
the institution until he was elected Execu- 
tive, when he resigned. But he continued to 
give it patronage under his administration. 
It was a depository for funds of the Lilinois 
and Michigan Canal, the University of Hli- 
nois, the Democratic Grain Inspector, and 
the lllinois State Home for Juvenile Female 
Offenders. 

C. W. Spalding, President of the bank, was 
Altgeld’s friend, ard through his influence 
was appointed Treasurer of the University 
of Illinois at Champaign. 

When the last General Assembly passed 
the appropriations it was noticed that the 
sum awarded to the University of Illinois 
was largely in excess of any previous one. 


Funds Withdrawn by Tanner. 


The funds of all the State institutions 
had been drawn from the bank since the 
inauguration of Gov. Tanner, save in the 
case of the university. It could not be 
learned yesterday whether or not any of 
that institution’s money was tied up in the 
Globe, and @t the Northwestern National, 
where President Spalding kept his private 


account, the officials refused to discuss the 


matter. <A dispatch from Springfield says 
that Mr. Spalding is supposed to have as 
much as $250,000 of university money in his 
possession. The other funds withdrawn 
amounted to less than $25,000. Their loss 
played some’ figure in bringing abcut yes- 
terday’s collapse, according to some of the 
officials. 

The real cause of the failure was, how- 
ever, shrinkages In values and the refusal 
of the stockholders, who live mainly in New 
Hampshire, to meet a 50 per cent assess- 
ment, authorized by the Auditor of State, to 
remedy the impairment of the capital caused 
by the checking off of the doubtful $103,000. 


Spalding Said te Be Ill. 


President Spalding was not at the bank 
yesterday. It was reported that he was pros- 
trated by the collapse. But while the bank 
was wabbling the latter part of last week he 
was reported away ata huntingclub. Vice-

INSISTS SHE IS THE REAL ANNA HELD 


Florence Ziegfeld Jr. Says He Has Sued 
a San Francisco Paper for As- 
serting She Is Not. 


That the Anna Held who has been singing 
in America is not the real Anna Held known 
to Parisians at home has been asserted by a 
San Francisco newspaper in an article 
which maintains that the genuine Anna has 
been singing nearly all winter at the Scala, 
in Paris, and which also cites as evidence 
that she has recently had entered against 
her in the French courts a judgment for 
25,000 francs for breaking her contract with 
M. Marchand, the manager of the Scala 
and going off to Sweden. 

Florence Ziegfeld Jr., Anna Held’s man- 
ager, last night emphatically denied the 
whole story; said his principal was the 
genuine Anna; admitted the judgment for 
25,000 francs, but insisted it was because she 
broke her engagement to come to America, 
not Sweden; and added that he had to put 
up the 25,000 francs before they were al- 
lowed to leave. 

Mr. Ziegfeld added that he had instructed 
his attorney, ex-Senator Riddle, to begin 
suit for libel against the San Francisco 
paper at once. He had not decided on the 
amount of cash damages to be asked, but it 
will be large. 


VENEZUELA RATIFIES THE TREATY. 


Scene in the South American Congress 
Is One of Enthusiasm When the 
Vete Is Taken, 


[SPBCIAL CABLE.} 

Caracas, Venezuela, April 5.—[Copyright, 
1897.]—The Congress of Venezuela has unan- 
imously and enthusiastically ratified the 
Guiana boundary arbitration treaty with 
Great Britain, which was negotiated by the 
United States. The measure was first read 
to the House of Representatives last Fri- 
day, when Sefior Aranguren spoke eloquent- 
ty in its favors The second reading was 
without incident. 

It came up on third reading today and 
after a speech by Sefior Briceno, the House 
voted for the treaty unanimously, amid 
great cheering and enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions of gratitude to “ Uncle Sam.”. The 
treaty was unanimously ratified by the Sen- 
ate also today. President Crespo will sign 
it next Friday.

This sign was placed there after it was 
known that a case of smallpox had been dis- 
covered and after it was found that the com- 
munity had been exposed. 

Taken te the Isolation Hospital. 

Amy Olson, 18 years old, was sent to the 
isolation hospital yesterday at noon and a 
smallpox sign was placed on the front of 
the house where she resided. In addition 
the Halsted Street Police Station was asked 
to place a patrolman at the door of the flat 
building. This was done and the bluecoat 
walked a beat in front of the place all night. 
No one but city physicians was admitted to 
the premises. 

According to the story told the health 
authorities Miss Olson was taken ill on 
Tuesday last. Her body showed a rash, 
which it was thought at first was measles, 
now epidemic in Chicago. The physician 
called diagnosed the case as such, and no 
extraordinary sanitary precautions were 
taken. Persons who had had measles were 
admitted to the house without question. It 
is said many neighbors called. 

Yesterday at noon a city physician was 
called and he promptly diagnosed the case 
a# smallpox. He ordered Miss Olson to the 
isolation hospital and began the enforce- 
ment of quarantine regulations.

“* Personally I think it would be better the 
treaty should be rejected rather than be 
adopted in a mutilated form. The Amer- 
ican people could then show what I believe 
to be true, that the large majority is in 
favor of the treaty in its original form, with 
the result that at no distant date it would 
be ratified. I should think it very likely 
Lord Salisbury would not accept the treaty 
in its mutilated shape. In any case it seems 
to me action is much more ¢alled for in 
America than in this country.” 

Randal Cremer, M. P., said today: 

“AS sO many Americar Senators appear 
to entertain the belief that it ts among the 
governmental classes in this country that 
the strong desire exists for a treaty of arbi- 
tration, I am about to initiate a movement 
which will counteract that erroneous im- 
pression and prove that the efferts on be- 
half of a treaty originated with the people, 
that it has been supported by the people, 
and that our statesmen, who for years were 
either hostile or cold and indifferent, have 


only fallen into line with the people at the 
eleventh hour.”’

EDGAR CAMERON'S PAINTINGS EXHIBIT 


Twenty-eight Compositions Placed on 
View in Thurber’s Art Gallery 
by the Artist. ' 


An exhibit of paintings by Edgar Cameron 
Was opened yesterday in Thurber’s art gal- 
lery. Most of them were painted in France, 
where the artist has spent the last three 
years, but they may b&@ counted, neverthe- 
less, as American and as belonging to Chi- 
cago, for thisis Mr. Cameron’s home and the 
place which he will probably make the scene 
of his future labors. 

The most important composition in the col- 
lection is a large painting in oils portraying 
Christ as a youth of 16 at work in the car- 
pentershop of Joseph. He is standing before 
his bench, as if he had but just dropped his 
tools to look into the future, and before him 
appears a vision of the cross. The face is 
thoughtful and wonderfully puré; but the 
artist has not thought fit to emphasize at all 
directly the divinity of his subject. 

There are several works which indicate the 
artist has studied the Dutch school of paint- 
ing carefully. One of these, entitled “A 
Cool Morning,” shows an old peasant woman 
warming her hands before a fire as if she had 
just come from market. Another, “ When 
Olid Age Comtnes Creeping On,” represents an 
aged woman sipping a bow! of tea. 

A more joyous subject shows a girl In a 
court yard of a Spanish house feeding chick- 
ene. The contrast of cool shadows and 
bright sunlight against the whitewashed 
walls and arched doorways is particularly 
well rendered. Of much the same styie is 
the work called ‘‘ Springtime.”’ It shows a 
young girl standing against an apple tree 
that is burdened with blossoms. The land- 

facape of delicate grays and greens in tie 
background is especially pleasing. 

Besides these there are several landscape 
views along the Seine, in the forest of Fon- 
tainebleau, and on the coast of Picardy, and 
a number of portraits that are highly meri- 
torious. 

Mr. Cameron began his art career in Chi- 
cago in the old Academy of Design and later 
studied in the Art Students’ League in New 
York and im Paris under Cabanel Jean Paul 
Laurens and Benjamin Constant in the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts and Juan Academy. 
He worked on several important decorations 
in the World’s Fair buildings, and he is aiso 
known as an authoritative writer on art 
subjects.

RAIL AT THINGS SACRED. 


“UNEMPLOYED” HOLD UP THBP 
.. CHURCH AS HUMANITY’s FoR. 


Four Hundred Bohemians and Ger- 
mans in Twelfth Street Turner Hall 
Adopt Sweeping Resolutions Al- 
most Unanimously—~-Those Who De- 
fend Religion Nearly Start a Riot 
Moody Sharply Scored—Inflamma- 
tory Speeches Hint of Revolution. 


Bohemians and Germans in the neighbor- 
hood of Twelfth and Halsted streets held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon at Twelfth 
Street Turner Hall and adopted resolutions 
denouncing the church as the foe of human- 
ity. Inflammatory speeches were made in 
German, Bohemian, and English. Candi- 
dates for Mayor were denounced, and the 
audience was incited to get réady for an ap- 
proaching revolution. 

Two speakers who had the temerity to de- 
fend the church almost precipitated a riot. 
The audience howled and hissed and banged 
chairs on the floor till they were forced to 


| sit down, and the resolutions were adopted 


almost unanimously. 

The meeting purported to be a gathering 
of the unemployed, A reference that was 
made early in the proceedings to the Moody 
revival meetings precipitated the denuncia- 
tion of the church. When the resolutions 
were presented men with uncombed hair 
jumped up over all the house and harangued 
the audience in three languages at the same 
time. When the meeting was over anarch- 
istic literature was distributed.

Bailey Pleads for the Master. 


The moment the resolutions were read two 
men in the audience of 400 jumped to their 


_feet to oppose them. James B. Bailey, the 


man who nearly started a riot, waved an 
umbrella, and shouted: 
i, I want to say one word for the Lord Al- 

ighty. (Howls and groans.] He’s the only 
friend we've got in the world. [Cries of 
“ Rats!"] It’s foolish for us to pass such 
resolutions. God Almighty is our friend. 
We're all Israelites, and I can prove it. 
(Jeers and shouts, and three men jump to 
their feet to speak|, Give your hearts to the 
Lord and he'll gave Roa 

Bailey's voice was drowned, and the three 
men who had risen began to speak in favor 
of the resolution. J. F. Lloyd of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union, who had made a fren- 
zied speech a few moments before, rose on 
the platform, and denounced the church as 
the organized force that is‘causing the 
mental death and degradation of the masses. 
When he had finished the resolutions were 
adopted. 


J.J. Cook’s Inflammatory Words. 


J. J. Cook and John F. Lloyd both made 
inflammatory speeches earlier in the meet- 
ing. Their voices were raised to a shriek 
and the audience responded to the speeches 
hos yelis of delight and cheers, The former 
said: 

“The ohly use of your ballots tomorrow 
is to elect your jailers. Every attempt has 
been made to broaden the scope of the ballot, 
but the phutocrats have prevented it. A few 
“ fellers "’ have controlled the whole thing. 
You have no voice inthe government. They 
propose to establish a civil service system 
that will take away from you your rights. 
There is no way of escape from the intoler- 
able conditions into which we are iiving, 
through the ballot. 

**T don’t know whether it is wise for me to 
suggest a remedy now. The time is not ripe 
yet, but as long as you wear Sears buttons 
or H@rian buttons or the emblems of 
plutocracy don’t cometome. Whenever you 
make up your minds that the conditions are 
intolerable and you are resolved to shake 
them off, come to me. 

“I Haven't any faith in politics or the so- 
called moral force of the country. The‘ sky 
pilots’ are more unreliable than the poli- 
ticlans. No man has any rightsin the world 
that dares not assert them. The time is not 

r distant when you will be glad to geta 
remedy to get out of your troubles.” 


Lioyd Hints at a Revolution. 


John F. Lioyd of the American Railway 
Union made a still more inflammatory 
epeech. He shouted: 

“If Dwight L. Moody were advertised to 
speak here the people would be pushing 
themselves out of the windows to hear him. 
The people have been praying for ages, and 
they are still slaves. The nations of the 
world that ‘do the most praying are the 
mostenslaved. The nations that have begun 
to quit praying are the ones that are making 
progress. Look at the progress of France 
and Germany. Just as soon as they stopped 
praying human rights began to be noticed. 

** It’s time for the people to drive out the 
great wrongs that have cursed our Nation. 
The sufferings of the masses in this country 
beggar description. The only remedy is to 
educate the toiling’ masses to know what 
belongs to them, and then let them take it. 

** Bome people may say I am a revolution- 
fist. I don’t care. I’m not'selecting the 
bullet or the ballot for you. When the 
proper spirit takes possession of us, when 
we realize the frightful condition that sur- 
rounds us, we will crowd our hall with 
meetings that will rival those of Moody.”’ 


REFUSES TO FINE A MAN FOR SPITTING 


Justice Kehoe Says He Believes Com- 
missioner Kerr’s Law Is Un« 
constitutional. 


Justice Kehoe yesterday refused to fine 
John Kasnack for expectorating on the floor 
in a Madison street cable train on Sunday. 
Conductor Joseph Simons caused Kasnack’s 
arrest and appeared to prosecute him yes- 
terday. 

“I do not think I have a right to impose 
a fine on this man,” said Justice Kehoe. 
*“‘My belief is the law is unconstitutional, 
and that Commissioner Kerr had no right 
to make a law which is punishable by a 
fine. Commissioner Kerr was appointed to 
the position of Commissioner of Health. 
Even if the City Council gave him the privy- 
ilege to make laws pertaining to the Health 
Department the laws as made by Mr. Kerr 
would not be valid. 

** Expectorating upon the floors of street 
cars and other public places may or may 
not be deemed a nuisance. It all depends 
upon circumstances, If this man had been 
booked on a charge of disorderly conduct 
I certainly would have imposed a fine, but 
that section is to my mind invalid.”

Hears Case of Charles Ainchane, 
Charged with Abandoning His Five 
Little Motherless Children. 


“*T could not get any work, so I could not 
take care of them,’’ said’Charles Ainchane 
yesterday afternoon, when arraigned before 
Judge Payne to answer to a charge of aban- 
doning his five children, three girls and two 
boys, the oldest of whom is 12 years of age. 

**I don’t know what to do with you,” said 
Judge Payne, after he had heard the whole 
story. “I don’t know whether you ought 
to be thrown out of the sixth-story window 
of this building or shot. Even brutes will 
not abandon their young as you have aban- 
doned these motheriess children of yours. 
Take him back to jail. I will pass upon this 
case later.”

OFFICIALS CHOSEN AND RULES 
ADOPTED BY ASSOCIATED CYCL19Ts. 


Political Action Commfftee Does Not 
Furnish the Expected Row Over 
the Harrison Circular, and the Con-

The Political Action 
committeé and the joint committee of the 
Associated Cycling Clubs and the League 
of American Wheelmen made no reference 
to the circular issued by several of the mem- 
bers of the organization indorsing the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Mayor of Chicago, and 
the contest over the officials of the road 
race was a one-sided one, the recommenda- 
tion of the committee being accepted in all 
but one case, that of referee. Harry M. 


Gardiner was elected by a good majority | 


over Robert G. Fisher, the nominee of the 
committee. 
Routine Business First. . 

The first business after the regular routine 
was the Treasurer’s report. Frank McGuire 
read the names of delinquent clubs, which 
were suspended until back dues were sent in. 
Several delegates quickly reinstated them- 
selves. 

A call for the report of the Political Action 
committee was received with interest, but 
Chairman Fisher was absent and W. 
Moulton reported no regular meeting had 
been held. 

The reports of the Street and Park com- 
mittees developed nothing of interest ex- 
cept the report of John Siman. The Pizen 
Cycling club man has done good work and 
reported that the park systems would be 
connected by a boulevard over the canal 
and that a viaduct would be constructed In 
Douglas boulevard over the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy tracks. P 

The case of the Columbia Wheelmen’s row 
came up in the report of the Membership 
committee, which reported that thirty-five 
members had been suspended, illegally, in 
the opinion of the committee, according to 
the bylaws of the original organization, d 
Mie thirty-five members asked adm‘ssion to 
the association and they were reported 
favorably. 


New Road Race Rules. 


George K. Barrett read the rules recom- 
mended for the government of the road race. 


. With the addition of a few immaterial 


changes they are the same as printed in 
THE TRIBUNE a few days ago. The entry 
list has been made open to any amateur in 
good standing residing outside of Chicago, 
instead of limiting entries to cycling organi- 
zations. The entrance fee has been made 

2.50, a ratse of 50 cents. May 12 is the day 
set for the closing of entries. Twenty-four 
hours is allowed for protests, and the referee 
is made sole judge of protests. 

An innovation was suggested by President 
Root in the way of numbering the riders in 
the race by hanging atin tag bearing a num- 
ber corresponding to the one worn on the 
back of the rider on the head of the bicycle. 
On motion of N. H. Van Sicklen it was 
adopted. Rule 1, outlining the course, was 
left open until the survey of the course has 
been made. 

The Cook County Cyclists’ Association, ac- 
cording to the report of Chairman Siman of 
the Race committee, is endeavoring to cause 
the Associated Cycling Clubs trouble in se- 
curing a permit and hotel accommodations 
at Wheeling for the big race. It was re- 
ported, however, that satisfactory arrange- 
ments were under way and would be com- 
pleted soon. The Wisconsin Central made 
a similar proposition to the one accepted 
last year. 

Good Prize List maheperee 

Ed MacNeal reported good succes in the 
work of securing prizes, and td avoid the 
danger of bogus programs this year it was 
decided to put the matter of getting out a 
program entirely in-the hands of the Pro- 
gram committee.

CALIFORNIA ORANGES OF THIS KIND 
GETTING SCABCE, 


Not Many Carloads Remain Unshipped, 
and at the Present Rate the Crop Is 
Moving These Will Be Cleaned Up 
Within a Week — All . the Orange 
Shipments Will Be Made by May 1— 
Strawberries Being Rushed Up from 
the South. 


ASHINGTON naval 
oranges are becom- 
ing a scarce article 
in the Chicago mar- 
ket, and are ad- 
vancing in price. 
Quotations have al- 
ready gone up 25c a 
box, and further ad- 
vances are. pretty 
sure to follow. The 
principal reason why 
this fruit costes more 
than it used to is 
that the California 
supply is practically 

exMausted; so nearly so that it is estimated 
that after April 10 no more of this most pop- 
ular kind of fruit will be obtainable where 
grown until next year’s crop matures. These 
at least are the indications, The estimates 
made by houses closely in touch with the 
conditions in California are tha? not to ex- 
ceed 1,500 cars of all kinds of oranges re- 
main in that State to be shipped, arid that if 
shipments to this and Eastern markets con- 
tinue at the present rate of between. 50 and 60 
cars daily there will not be an orange of any 
kind left in California ®y May 1. During 
this flurry in Washington navels the market 
for seedlings has remained steady, and 
shown no great change. Southern Cali- 
fornia is the principal contributor of the 
fruit Chicagoans are now eating, and the 
grade is particularly high. 

Strawberries are now being rushed to the 
Chicago market from the South orm special 
fast trains. 

The American Express. company has put 
on a new line of refrigerator cars equipped 
to. make the fastest run on record. The 
“ freezers”’ are put into a special train of 
five cars and with a heavy engine are rushed 
to Chicago, stopping only for coal and water. 
The fruit is now coming from the neighbor- 
hood of Hammond, La., and receipts are 
daily increasing. The Centralia, Cobden, 
and Anna fields in IHinols promise a good 
yield, and the Southern people are taking ad- 
vantage of their start in supplying Chicago 
with the fruit. 

The Southern Illinois berries always come 
in after those from south of the Ohio River, 
and then comes the Michigan supply. 

It is said the berry growers in and around 
Centralia will place with South Water street 
commission men this year thé finest berries 
ever brought to the city. 

Special advices to THe TRIBUNE from 
Grantsburg, Wis., say the coming cranberry 
crop bids fair to be an exceedingly heavy 


one, owing to favorable winter and spring condi- 
tions. In that part of State—the extreme 
northwest—there are thousands of acres of cran- 
berry marsh land which have not raised a berry 
since they were turned over in the fall of 1804. 
The vines, however, have been maturing ever since 
that time and are said to be in fine shape for a 
large yield, yroveares the weather is favorable. 
Prior to the destruction of these marshes by fire 
there were annually gathered from 3,000 to 10,000 
bu of berries. The natural resources for cran- 
berry marshes on some 30.000 acres of land in 
Burnett County is said to be unexcelled.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 5.—{Special.}—Mer- 
chants in this city have been in a constant wrangle 
with the insurance companies for the last two 
years, not only on the question of rates but on 
the payment of losses. The Commercial club 
has finally taken up the situation on the part of 
the merchants, and at a meeting of the club to be 
held soon a policy will be decided on to oppose 
the rulings of the companies. 

The case which has precipitated this action 
by the merchants is the adjustment of the loss 
of H. E. Matthews, the notion dealer, who was 
burned out two months ago. The insured claimed 
$21,000 worth of stock and the companies’ ad- 
justers offered to pay one-half this amount. This 
was refused and the adjusters, after figuring a

F the stage, stagy is 
the first and most 
obvious comment to 
be made upon F. 
Frankfort Moore's 
new book of short 
stories, ‘‘The Im- 
pudent Comedian, 
and Others” (Stone). 
The historic actors 
and actresses of 
the days of the 
Restoration that 
stalk through these 
six stories do» not 
for a moment doff 

the powdered wigs 

and courtly frills of stage dress and man- 
ner. To read the tales is to feel the acrid 
smoke of the footlights of David Garrick’s 
old Drury, Lane Theater in one’s nostrils. 

Mr. Moore has brought Garrick back to 
life in his pages, with Nell Gwynn, Kitty

Abington, while even Johnson and Gold- 
smith flit for a moment across his mimic 
boards. His'‘stories, with one exception, are 
not laid upon the stage, but in the bohemian 
life that surrounds it. Yet not fora moment 
does he allow his characters to lay aside the 
wig-and-buskin style of speech and action. 
The result is a gain in the dramatic element 
at the expense of the human element. 

The best two stories are the exceptions 
that prove the rule. In “ The Impudent 
Comedian ’’ Nell Gwynn is allowed to be- 
come almost natural ih._the presence of 
her old lover, and this story alone touches 
the heart pf the reader. In “A Question 
of Art” the climax occurs upon the stage 
itself, hence the stagy air adopted by the 
author is the natural atmosphere for the 
story. In all the rest we have but robustious, 
periwigged play actors. performing for our 
amusement off th® stage. They perform 
well, but one’s appreciation is always tem- 
pered by a sense of the unnatural and in- 
congruous. 

It remains only: to speak with high ap- 
preciation of Mr. Moore’s story-telling 
powers. Few men can excel him in ihe 
manipulation of the dramatic climax. Every 
one of these six stories is interesting and 
not one lacks at least some touch of the 
dramatic thrill. ° 

** @ 

Probably the ,initi@y story is the most 
Strikingly dramatic of all. In a few swift 
linesitsketches Nell Gwynn, once the orange 
girl of the slums, then the popular actress, 
now the mistress of Charles II. Suddenly 
her old lover, Dick Harraden, supposed to 
have been drowned in a shipwreck, reap- 
pears from the Spanish Main with a fortune 
won for her sake, and he meets her in the 
grand house in which she is maintained by 
the King. The tender devotion of Dick, his 
fierce resentment of a breath of scandal 
against his Nell, and the sudden appearance 
of the King himself in the room all go to 
make up a powerful situation. Mr. Moore 
handles it well—a conclusive proof of his 
literary powers. 

“ Kitty Clive, Actress,” is a farcical skit 
in which the famous Drury Lane actress 
iS represented as meeting a conceited 
provincial actor at a country inn and hum- 
bling him adroitly while he rants against 
actors whom he has never seen. “ The 
Muse of Tragedy ”’ depicts Mrs. Siddons in 
a similar role during a visit to Dublin. M7. 
Moore has rather overshot the mark in the 
swift and basilisk power he invests Mrs. 
Siddons’ eyes with. She might have trans- 
fixed such a half crazy suitor as Dionysius 
but her triumph over the three young prac- 
tical jokers is too sudden to be natural.
